feathered Tribe; is upwards of 10 Feet high, and is computed to weigh 
vpwards of 200Ib. weight: The Feathers on the Back are of a beautiful brown, 
the Tail of a fine white, and is much worn, and are as ſoft as down ; has four 
large Callaſes to reſt on, under the Breaſt, Tail and Legs; his Feathers are a 
ſtrong Defence againſt extornal Injuries : His Eyes and Ears greatly reſemble 
human Nature : His Thighs are a Milk white, and prodigious large and free 
from Feathers ; his Legs are Scaley like other Birds, of a clear white, nearly 
tranſparent ; the upper Part of his neck and head is of an uncommon clear white 
Hair, greatly reſembling the Briſtles of a Hog, and ſhines beyond Conception, 
and nonvithitanding i its Weight and Stature, runs faſter than any Horſe: Its the 
moſt ravenous Bird known, and as the Heſſians ſay, will digeſt Stone and Iron; 
their Eggs are of an enormous Size, ſome of which weigh upwards of fifteen 
Pounds; they lay their Eggs in the Sands, and are hatched by the Heat of the 
Sun; it is conſidered by the Curious to be a very ſtupid Bird, and Cruel to its 


Young, as it ſoon forgets them. Our Ancients ſpeak of them in the Scripture, 
as the Symbol of Cruelty and Forgetfulneſs.
